WASHINGTON, July 23.— 
An offcial dispatch today from 
Switzerland says the German 
newspapers not only admit 
that the German offensive has 
failed, but express fear that 
Gen. Foch has built up an 
army of reserves that will en- 
able him to wrest the offen- 
sive from the German high 
command. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung as- 
serts that the entire strategical 
plan of Hindenburg is com- 
promised by the attack on the 
Aisne-Marne front. 

“Something new appears in 
the strategical situation,” says 
this paper. “Gen. Foch has 
been able to form an impor- 
tant army of reserves. Foch’s 
attack aims to deal a blow in 
the back of Boehm’s army, 
and, should it be successful, it 
might compel this army to re- 
treat under most unfavorable 
conditions. 

“Foch’'s attack threatens the 
whole of Hindenburg’s plans.” 

The Strassburger Post says 
the public jn general attachéd 
too great hopes to the German 
offensive at Rheims, and asks: 

“From where these 
troops come that the Ameri- 
can transports have really 
brought more quickly than 
they were expected?” 

The Muerchner Neuster- 
nachrichten says France is still 
very strong; that America has 
mere than half a million sol- 
diers in France, and that the 
English army has beep recon- 
structed and put into a per- 
fect state. It adds that it will 
take weeks perhaps to wrest 
the initiative from Gen. Foch.

The larger map explains the charac- 
ter of the strong rear-guard action 
on a giant scale by which Ger- 
many is trying to accomplish a 
successful retreat from the fatal 
pocket on the Marne.

Postmaster-General Burleson will

ter-General, in subjects of organiza- 
tion and administration; David J. 
Lewis, former Congressman from 
Maryland, now a member of the 
tariff commission, on subjects of 
operation, and William H. Lamar, 
solicitor for the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, on matters of finance. 

The President’s proclamation pro- 
vides that the Postmaster-General, 
if he so elects, may administer the 
lines through the owners’ managers, 
boards of directors cr receivers.

Herman ,.Darling gave cqid figures to 
date, balance still to raise $307, 
which the coming preview of the 
Vitagraph film, “The Man from 
Brodgey,” is expected to wipe out; 
Mrs. "W. H. Holman told of paint, 
varnish and plumbing adventures,

Maximum prices to be paid 
fishermen, set by the State 
Market Director, become effec- 
tive today in the territory from 
Santa Barbara to San Diego, 
inclusive.

UNITED STATES 
MAY INTERVENE 


If Vernon Becomes VW ettest of 
All Booze Oases. 


New Initiative Ordinance is 
Launched, Signed. 


Sponsors of Measure Say its 
Success is Certain. 


Petitions were circulated in Ver- 
non yesterday for an ordinance 
which, if adopted, is likely to make 
Vernon the wettest spot in the 
United States, alcoholicaHy speaking. 
The petition seeks to initiate an or- 
dinance permitting anyone to sell 
liquor in Vernon, simply by paying 
the City Trustees $80 a month for 
operating a retail liquor business, 
$50 a month for a restaurant liquor 


{business and $40 a month for a 


wholesale business. No license from 
the city is required under this ordi- 
nance. 

Those circulating the petition de- 
clared that they have already se- 
cured the thirty-four valid signa- 
tures necessary to place the ordi- 
nance before the voters of Vernon, 
and also said they had more than 
the necessary number of voters 
lined up already to pass the meas- 
ure when the Trustees place it be- 
fore the voters, as is required by 
law. The only name appeariig in 
the body of the petition as in any 
way a sponsor is that of C. L. Myers 
of No. 2021 Thirty-eighth 
street. 

Backers of the petition say that 
the proposed ordinance will break 
up what they call the Vernon liquor 
ring or trust which they say is com- 
posed of John Leonis, chairman of 
the Board of Trustees;- Jack Doyle, 
owner of the Vernon Athletic Club; 
and Baron Long, owner of the Ver- 
non Country Club. Under this or- 
dinance there is no limit to the 
number of liquor-selling saloons, 
wholesale stores and restaurants 
which might be established. All 
that is necessary, so far as Vernon 
laws go, will be the monthly oper- 
ating fee of $80, $50, er $40, ac- 
cording to the place run. 

Friends of prohibition who are 
working to have the War ass eo 
ment or the Navy Department, or 
any branch of the Federal, State or 
county government wive out liquor — 
selling at Vernon, declared that the 
proposed ordinance will make. Ver- 
non so wet that the United States 
authorities will stop Vernon liquor 
selling as a war measure.

These are articles that for the most 
part are necessary in themselves, but which 
get into the luxury class if they are so!d for 
more than a fixed schedule of prices. Thus 
women's costumes costing less than $5 are 
not subject to the tax, while a man cannot 
pay more than $10 for a sult of clothes 
without the transaction being subject to 
the tax.

SANTA ANA, July 23.—Hoping 
that “this supreme sacrifice we are 
making may create a feeling of unity 
and harmony in the community,” 
Pastor N. F. Jensen of St. John's 
Lutheran Church at Orange an- 
nounces that St. John’s Parochial 
School will discontinue use of the 


German language in its school work 
during the time of the war. The 


congregation after a petition had 
been presented to them, signed by 
many Orange residents, asking that 
the use of the enemy language be 
discontinued after the present school 
term and that all instruction be in 
the English language. This request 
was made upon the grounds that ‘‘we 
are now at war with Germany 1nd 
the elimination of the use of the 
German language in the parochial 
school will enable the petitioners bet- 
ter to co-operate with the members 
of St. John's congregation in winning 
the war, building American institu- 
tions, and rearing of American cit- 
izens,.”’ 

The parochial schoo] has been giv- 
ing one hour of religious instructi>n 
daily in the German language, fol- 
lowed by forty-five minutes study of 
German reading; grammar and writ- 
ing. The remainder of instruction 
has been in English. St. John’s Sun- 
day evening service has been in Enzg- 
lish for the past three years. 

In announcing the decision of the 
congregation, Pastor Jensen said 
that in spite of the fact that the pe- 
titioners had not proven the justice 
of their request, “in spite of the fact 
that eminent men in our nation ad-
